To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District 
Council  of  Bingley. 


Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  this  year  considerably  curtailed,  and  is  confined  to  a 
record  of  what  has  taken  place  during1  1915  in  matters  concerning 
the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department. 


House  Inspection. — I he  following  tables  are  prepared  from 
information  supplied  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  on  page  5 that  10  dwellings  were 
closed  by  order  of  the  Council.  These  were  all  cellar  dwellings, 
one  being  situated  in  Waddington  Street,  6 in  Eldon  Place,  and  - 
m Hill  Street.  One  house  in  Edward  Street  was  closed  voluntarily 
by  the  owner. 

I he  work  done  in  provision  of  improv  ed  sanitary  conveniences 
i-  detailed  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.

The  defects  found  to  exist  were  dampness,  and  insufficient 
lighting  and  ventilation. 


Schools. — The  Infant  Department  of  Harden  School  was 
closed  for  a fortnight,  in  October,  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of 
whooping  cough. 


School  Nursing. — On  February  15th,  Miss  Barugh  began 
work  as  School  Nurse.  On  September  25th,  Miss  Tandy,  who 


had  acted  as  School  Nurse  for  about  a year,  resigned  the  position 
and  since  then  the  work  has  been  done  by  Miss  Barugh  alone. 
She  also  acts  as  Health  Visitor  under  the  Notification  of  Births 
Act  in  the  Bingley  District  and  in  the  part  of  Keighley  Rural 
District  which  includes  East  and  West  Morton  and  Riddlesden. 
The  number  of  visits  paid  to  schools  by  School  Nurses  during  the 
year  was  268,  and  the  number  of  children  examined  and  attended 
to  if  necessary  was  3974.  In  addition  to  work  done  in  school, 
S82  visits  were  paid  to  school  children  at  their  homes. 


FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. — The  number  of  cow-keepers  in  the  District 
is  124,  and  the  number  of  cowsheds  218.  To  these  203  visits  of 
inspection  were  paid  during  the  year. 

(b)  Meat  Supply. — The  number  of  slaughter  houses  registered 
is  13.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  assistant  paid  689  visits  to 
these,  and  3 carcases  of  pigs  were  destroyed  as  unfit  for  food. 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

Diphtheria. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  25,  of  which 
.9  were  treated  in  hospital.  The  attack  rate  for  the  year  1915  is 
1.3  per  1000,  compared  with  an  attack  rate  of  1.6  per  1000  in  1914. 
Four  deaths  were  due  to  this  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Twenty-two  cases  were  notified  and  twenty- 
one  treated  in  hospital — an  attack  rate  of  1.1  per  1000  against  2.3 
per  1000  in  1914.  One  death  resulted  from  scarlet  fever. 

Enteric  Fever. — Seven  cases  were  notified,  with  one  death.

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PREVENTION  AND  CONTROL  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  was 
33,  and  the  number  of  cases  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  11. 
Twenty-three  persons  died  from  the  former  and  five  from  the  latter.

MEANS  OE  PREVENTING  MORTALITY  IN  INFANCY. 

Visits  have  been  paid  by  the  Health  Visitor  to  291  homes  in 
which  births  have  occurred.  It  was  found  that  almost  70  per  cent, 
of  the  infants  were  being-  fed  by  breast-milk,  the  remainder  being- 
either  hand-fed  or  both  methods  being-  used.  1 he  proportion  ol 
deaths  among  hand-fed  infants  was  nearly  twice  as  great  as  among 
those  receiving  only  maternal  nourishment. 

An  Infant  Centre  was  established  in  July,  a room  at  the  I ech- 
nical  School  having  been  secured  for  the  purpose.  Fortnightly 
meetings  are  held,  to  which  mothers  are  invited  to  bring  their 
babies.  The  infants  are  weighed,  their  progress  or  want  of  pro- 
gress noted,  and  when  necessary,  advice  is  given  by  the  Medical 
Officer  and  by  the  Health  Visitor.  In  addition,  at  each  meeting 
the  Health  Visitor  gives  a short  lesson  to  mothers  on  the  manage- 
ment  of  infants  and  the  care  of  their  own  health.  Eleven  meetings 
were  held  during  the  last  six  months  of  the  year.  The  average 
attendance  was  16  infants  with  their  mothers.  The  total  number 
of  babies  brought  to  the  Centre  was  65,  and  altogether  177  attend- 
ances were  made.  This  new  organisation  promises  to  be  of  con- 
siderable use  in  spreading  the  knowledge  of  the  care  of  infants, 
and  so  reducing  the  infantile  mortality  in  the  District.  The  work 
has  been  greatly  assisted  by  a committee  of  ladies,  who  attend  and 
help  at  the  meetings,  and  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  them  for 
their  kindness.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  AND  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 
for  the  Year  ending  3 1st  December,  1915. 


To  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Bingley. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg;  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Seven- 
teenth Annual  Report  upon  the  Sanitary  Work  executed  under 
your  authority  during-  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1915. 

Building  Plans,  New  Buildings,  Sewers  and  Drainage 
Constructed. — 44  Building  Plans  have  been  approved,  and  1 dis- 
approved ; 24  dwelling-houses  have  been  erected,  241  yards  of  main 
sewers  and  2,153  yards  of  drains  have  been  constructed,  and  76 
drains  connected  up  to  main  sewers.  1,095  visits  to  buildings, 
sewers,  and  drainage  in  course  of  construction  have  been  made. 
Central  Ward — Additions  to  a Mill  in  Clyde  Street ; additions  to 
Stanley  Mill;  Tripe-boiling  House,  Dubb  Lane;  75  yards  *f  main 
sewers;  127  yards  of  drainage;  and  9 connections  to  main  sewers. 
South  Ward — One  Villa  Residence  at  Cottingley,  and  a Mistal  at 
Nab  Wood  ; 725  yards  of  drainage,  and  4 connections  to  main 
sewers.  West  Ward — Additions  to  a Bank,  Main  Street  ; addi- 
tions to  a house,  Bailey  Hill ; 2 cottages,  Tolson  Row;  additions  to 
Castlefield  Mill;  79  yards  of  drainage,  and  10  connections  to  main 
sewers.  North  Ward — Villa  Residence  at  Gawthorpe ; Villa 
Residence,  Otlev  Road;  2 semi-detached  Villas,  Langley  Avenue; 
Bungalow  at  Micklethwaite ; alterations  and  additions  to  Beck 
Farm  and  Thornfield  Farm,  Micklethwaite;  bakehouse  at  Cross- 
flatts ; additions  to  Bowling  Green  Mill ; stable  in  Lime  Street, 
Bingley;  132  yards  of  main  sewers;  484  yards  of  drainage,  and  23 
connections  to  main  sewers.  East  Ward — 15  dwelling-houses, 
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Crownest  Road  ; Bungalow  at  Broadstoncs  ; additions  to  the  Sana- 
torium, Eldwick ; stables,  Otley  Road,  Eldwick ; 578  yards  ol 
drainage,  and  18  connections  to  main  sewers.  Cullingworth 
Ward — 76  yards  of  drainage,  and  8 connections  to  main  sewers. 
Wilsden  Ward — Additions  to  Albion  Mills  ; additions  to  a dwelling- 
house,  Main  Street;  alterations  to  the  Inn  at'  Ling-bob  ; 34  yards 
of  main  sewers,  84  yards  of  drainage,  and  4 connections  to  Main 
Sewers. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  2 dwelling-houses  in  course 
of  construction,  namely,  one  dwelling-house  at  Eldwick,  and  one 
Bungalow  at  Gilstead. 

Defective  Streets. — I beg  to  mention  several  streets  that  are 
in  a bad  state  of  repair,  namely:  Ann  Street,  Crown  Street, 
George  Street,  James  Street,  Mount  Street,  Eldon  Street,  Emslev 
Street,  Greenhill  Street,  Back  Gladstone  Street,  Front  and  Back 
Mitchell  Terrace,  Front  and  Back  Myrtle  Avenue,  Front  and  Back 
Unity  Street,  Cannon  Street,  Nelson  Street,  Trinity  Place,  and 
Busfeild  Street,  Bingley.  Smith  Street  and  others  at  Cottinglev, 
and  several  Streets  at  Harden,  Crossflatts,  and  Micklethwaite. 

Abatement  of  Nuisances — 38  complaints  have  been  received, 
364  houses  and  premises  have  been  inspected,  24  nuisances  repor- 
ted to  the  Council,  38  formal  notices,  and  47  informal  notices  have 
been  served  ; at  the  end  of  1914  there  were  44  formal  and  1 informal 
notices  outstanding.  Of  these,  39  formal  and  48  informal  notices 
ha  w been  complied  with,  138  nuisances  abated,  62  were  defective 
house  drains,  31  untrapped  sink  waste  pipes,  32  midden  closets, 
and  13  pail  closets;  420  visits  to  nuisances  were  made. 

Nuisances  to  be  dealt  with. — Of  the  43  notices  outstanding, 
ii  are  from  Bingley,  2 Cottinglev,  1 Crossflatts,  14  Harden,  5 
Cullingworth,  and  10  from  Wilsden,  representing  nuisances  arising 
from  insanitary  privy  and  ashpit  accommodation,  defective  drain- 
age, damp  walls,  overcrowding,  and  defective  eaves-spouts,

there  have  been  28  water 
provided. 
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Infectious  Diseases  and  Disinfection. — During  the  past  j.enr 
54  cases  have  been  notified;  149  visits  have  been  made  to  houses 
in  which  infectious  diseases  have  occurred,  and  52  houses  have 
been  disinfected;  45  cases  were  reported  to  the  Education  Depart- 
ment. There  were  22  eases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  of  these  21  were 
removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  and  one  nursed  at 
home.  There  were  25  cases  of  Diphtheria,  iq  cases  were  removed 
to  the  Hospital,  6 were  nursed  at  home.  7 cases  of  Typhoid,  5 
cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  and  2 nursed  at  home.  20 
dwelling-houses  have  been  disinfected  where  deaths  occurred  from 
Tuberculosis.  The  drainage  and  sanitary  arrangements  of  all  the 
premises  where  infectious  diseases  have  been  notified  have  been 
inspected,  and  the  result  of  the  inspections,  together  with  par- 
ticulars of  the  inmates,  have  been  supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  When  Public  Library  Books  have  been  found  at  any 
of  the  houses  where  infectious  diseases  have  occurred,  they  have 
been  disinfected,  and  returned  to  the  Librarian. 

Offensive  Trades. — There  are  24  persons  engaged  in  offensive 
trades  : 3 tripe  boilers,  1 fell-monger,  1 gut-scraper,  3 tanners, 
and  16  fish-frying  shops;  135  inspections  have  been  made,  strict 
attention  being  paid  to  cleanliness. 

Common  Lodging=Houses. — There  is  one  common  lodging- 
house ; three  inspections  have  been  made  to  this  house,  and  it;  was 
found  to  be  in  good  order. 


Canal  Boats. — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
3 of  the  Canal  Boats  Act,  1884,  I have  made  17  visits  on  that  part 
of  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  which  is  within  the  limits  of  vour 
District,  viz.  : — A length  of  about  2^  miles.  In  the  Bingley  Area 
we  have  six  owners  of  canal  boats,  owning  16  boats  between  them, 
during  the  year  29  boats  have  been  inspected  ; 54  men  were  on 
board,  in  one  case  only  the  captain’s  wife  was  on  board.  All  the 
boats  were  registered  and  numbered  to  correspond  with  the  certi- 
ficates. There  was  no  overcrowding,  and  the  conditions  respecting 
cleanliness,  ventilation,  painting  and  repairs  were  very  good. 


Slaughter-Houses. — There  are  13  registered  slaughter-houses; 
689  visits  to  slaughter-houses  and  food-shops  have  been  made, 
particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  cleansing,  removal  of  blood, 
garbage,  etc.  ; 3 carcases  of  pork  and  all  belonging  were  destroved 
as  unfit  for  human  food. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. — There  are  124  cow- 
keepers  entered  in  the  report  books,  and  18  purveyors  of  milk; 
203  inspections  have  been  made  of  cowsheds  and  purveyor’s 
premises.  At  two  farms  the  cowsheds  have  been  reconstructed 
and  considerable  improvements  made. 

Smoke  Observations. — 66  observations  have  been  made ; in 
two  cases  formal  notices  were  served  and  complied  with.  .See  the 
following  Table  : — 


Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — There  are  13 1 workshops 
registered.  Of  these  36  are  in  the  Wilsden  Ward,  18  in  the 
Cullingworth  Ward,  and  77  in  the  five  other  Wards.  There  have 
been  157  visits  made  to  workshops.  Due  attention  has  been  paid 
thioughout  the  year  to  cleanliness,  ventilation,  sanitary  conveni- 
ences and  drainage.  Two  notices  of  occupation  of  workshops 
have  been  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  during  1915. 
'The  following  notices  have  been  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories,  and  dealt  with  during  the  year  : — 

No.  1 — Notice  for  insanitary  sanitary  accommodation. 

No.  3 — Notice  for  screening  sanitary  accommodation. 

No.  1 — Notice  for  insufficient  sanitary  accommodation. 

No.  4 — Notice  for  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

Visits  to  Outlying  Parts  of  the  District. — 43  visits  to  Cotting- 
lev,  106  to  Crossflatts  and  Mickleth waite,  9 to  Cullingworth,  42  to 
Eldwick,  3 to  Faweather,  25  to  Harden,  4 to  Thwaites,  and  1 1 to 
Wilsden  have  been  made. 

Nightsoil.  Dry  Ashes  and  Rubbish  Removal — There  have 
been  3,526  loads  removed  at  Bingley,  292  at  Cottingley,  222  at 
Harden,  290  at  Crossflatts  and  Micklethwaite,  184  at  Eldwick, 
815  at  Cullingworth,  1,337  at  Wilsden,  making  a total  of  6,666 
loads.

Collection  of  Refuse. — In  Harden  and  Wilsden  this  work  is 
done  by  contract,  the  other  seven  divisions  are  done  by  the 
Council’s  own  employees.  The  dry  ashes  bins,  excreta  pails,  ash- 
pits and  dry  ashes  places  are  emptied  and  cleared  weekly,  fort- 
nightly and  monthly,  and  in  a few  cases  two  or  three  months. 
During  the  year  there  have  been  about  9 tons  of  fish  refuse  collected 
from  the  town  portion  of  Bingley,  and  sent  to  Bradford  for  the 
purpose  of  making  patent  manure.
